Cut up the fruit the evening be- 
fore it is to be boiled and allow it to lie ail 
night ina basin or bowl in layers with 
the sugar and tied-up ginger, next morning 
add the little bag of cayenne, and to each 
pound of marrow the ve thinly rind 
and strained juice of half or a whole lemon 
according to taste. Now boil the jam 
fully, removing all scum as it rises. The pre- 
serve will be sufficiently cooked when fruit, 
lemon peel, and syrup are quite clear, but 
this test will be misleading if the lemon peel 
has been cut thick, as it will then take too 
to clear, which very possibly led “Rose” to 
the boiling to such an extent last 
year that she tells me it became so hard that 
she found it difficult to get it out of the 
crock. Those who тау not wish the preserve 
to taste very hot should remove the cayenne 
before it is much boiled; some omit the 
cayenne altogether, but that must be 
arranged according to taste. The ginger, of 
couree, is removed before the preserve is put 
in the crocks.

them remain in brine for nine days, but 
change the old for fresh brine ever third day. 
When the nine days are completed 
drain off all the brine and put the 
walnuts on a dish, and place it in the 
sun until they become perfectly black, 
which will be in about two or three days.
